1. I im enclostag the drift of O Bl Annex to the DD/l War Plan 
in response to your memorandum for Intelligenc e Assistent Directere 
dated 1 July 1935. 

2* This Annex is based on the concept that the NIS Program 
operating under the dlrection of the interdepartmental NIS Committae 
is the proper and most effective instrument to coordiaate the production 
of ba sic intelllgence required by the governroent in the «vent of global war. 

3. There is now available in the published NIS a hroad base af 
well integrated basic intelllgence, in contrast to the serious deficiencies 
cxtanding through most of World War II. Production of NIS Is continuing 
at the rate, and in aceordance with current priorities, established by 
The Joint Chiefs of Staff. Thie wUl pro vide in increasing m sa au re the 
essential dements of basic intelllgence required by the major high 

c ommand s and planning statte as well as the policy le vele of goverament. 
Backstopping these published document s are the extenslve files of detailed 
Information maintained by the more than forty goverament activitles which 
contribute their specialised skills tc the NIS Program. 

4. However» beyond the published NIS there wiii be special basic 
intelligence requirements of The Joint Chiefs of Staff, Theater Commanders 
and other high level operational and planning groups which wül call for a 
coordinated production effort beet falfüled through the well established

5. Durlng the cours# of a future war the NIS will glve priority 
to fiUing intelïigence gap# end revislng NIS on areas of military im- 
portance; to the production of such special NIS studies as may be 
requir ed by the military situ&tion; and to the development and in* 
tegration of new baste intelïigence requirements stemming from the 
impact of modern warfare. 

4. In the postwar psriod the occupational forces will have 
urgent naed of ba sic intelïigence support of military government 
ope rationa; and, witb the return of peace, there will be the formid- 
able task of revising and bringing up to date laxge segment» of the 
NIS to rsfl«ct the world-wld# changee wrought by the war. 

7. The War Plan for the Office of Basic Intelïigence is 
destgned to fulfill the responsibilitiee of this Agency in the NIS 
Program, and to fulfill specialised requirements In the field of 
baste intelïigence through the medium of this program.

WAR PLAN 

OFFICE OF BASIC INTELLIGENCE 
{Prepared by OBI) 


I. General 

A. Purpoee: To define the OBI mission in the event of global war 
and the menner of accomplishing this mission. 

B. Assumptions : The assumptions of this Annex are the baste 
assumptions of the Global War Plan for the DD/Ï Area wtth 
the folio wing additiens: 

1. That, in the event of global war, OBI wül continue to be 
the medium through which the Director of Central Intel* 
llgence discharges the responeibilities imposed upon him 
by Subparagraph Ia(5), NSCID No. 3. 

2. That The Joint Chiefs of Staff, Theater Commanders, and 
other high-levsl operational and planning groups wiil 
generate baslc intelligence requirement*, in addition to 
those for National Intelligence Surveys (NIS), which will 
require inter-agency coordination by OBI. 

3 . That the Department# of State and Defense will *aü#fy 
their own departmental requirement# for ba#ic intelligence 
involving detail traascending the scope of the NIS- 

II. Mission 


The AD /BI will: 


A. Coordinate the production and maintenance of the NIS, utilUing 
the NIS Committee as the prlncipal medium in executing this 
function. 

B. Accomplith the editing, publteation, and diesemination of the NIS. 
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C * Coordinate the satlsfying of high-level special ba sic intelligence 
requireroents which Involve Inter-agency effort, utUixing the NIS 
Commlttee and subcommittee» the re of as the principal medium» 
is executing thie function. 

D. Undertake such ether functions and service» of common concern 
as may be assigaed by the DD/Ï. 

III. Fhase» of AeeompHshmsnt 

A. Pre M«Bay 

1. C oord inat Ion of the production and maiateaaace of the 
NIS and accompli shment of editing, publication and 
dissemination thereof wiU continue without cbange 
uader present directives and according to scbedules 
now in effect and to be f ormulated . 

2. Emphasla will continue to be placed on tbe production» 
maintenance» publication, and dissemination of the NIS, 
and particuiarly CHAPTERS I thereof, according to 
Joint Staff prioritie», Ui order to satisfy these priorities 
to the maximum extent possible prior to M-Day . 

3. Personnel and equipment requirements in support of the 
War Plan provided by this Annex will be prepared and 
reviaed as neeessary (see OEI Mobüiaation Plan). 

4. When appropriate, and with the approval of the DD/I, 
the plans eet forth in thie Annex will be coordinated 
with CIA offices (ORR, OSI, FI, OCI ) and the IAC 
and civlllan agenciea concerned: 

a. The over-all features of the plans her sin set forth 
will be coordinated with like feature a of the ba sic 
intelligence War Plana of these offices and agencie». 

b. The emergency evacuation plan for OBI will be co- 
ordinated with similar plans for ba sic intelligence 
component» of these offices and agencies. 

c. Agreements will be obtained with baeic intelligence 
producing agencies for the detail of liaison officers 
with OBI to expedite war time production. 
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d. Arrangement* wiil be made with the Government 
Printing Office or private printing e etabli sbments 
for expsdited wartime publicatie» of the KIS. 

e. Arrangement • wül be made for the appolntment 
of as adviaory member from the Joint Staff to 
sit permanently with the NIS Committee. 

B. Initial Wartime Operation 

I . lf evacuation ia necesaary, O BI will deploy to the re» 

location center, phyaicaUy install itself, and re*establish 
Communications with the DD/I, with pertinent component# 
of CIA, and with the IAC and civilian agencies. 

Z. Implement the O BI Mobil! eetion Plan by taking the neceeeary 
initial eteps for convertlng military reservist», the phaaed 
calling in of CIA reserve personnel, obtaining the assiga- 
ment of military personeel from the Ssrvice», and augm ent- 
ing civilian personnel strength in terms of mobiliaation 
requir amant e (eee OBI Mobiliaation Plan). 

3. Initiale the training of new personnel in the performance 
of their dutiec. 

4. Verlfy agr cement* and arrangement» with other agencies 
for wartime opsrations and initiale action as required. 

5. With regard to NIS on areae of military importance, assure 
that priority of the highs st order ie given to coxnpleting any 
such NIS as reznain incomplete and to filling gape in ba sic 
inteiligence and revtsing such NIS accordingly. 

6. Arrange for undertaking the production of euch additional 
NIS Supplement», Special NIS, or both, as the military 
situatiën may require. 

7. Arrange for tnter-agency production in response to high* 
level special ba sic Inteiligence requirements, such 
arrangement to include establishment of appropriate 
NIS Sttbcommitteas. 

8. Provide such other services of common concern as the 
DD /I may direct. 
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C* gtttid-up Po»t P-Pay 

1. Continue the e oord inat ion of the baste intelligente 
activitie* eet lerth in Subparagraph* III B5, 6* and 7 ebove. 

2. Continue the accompliehment ol editiag, publishlng, 
and dieeeminating the HES. 

3. Continue neceasary training on en expanded ecaie. 

4. Bui ld up to planned rnobtiisation strength and re - # valuate 
personnel needs a* functione and requirements become 
fully c la rilled. 

5. In collaboration wlth ether agent ie* concerned, lo r mulat e 
plant lor meeting probabie po et war baste intelligente 
requirements. 

6. Continue to provide such other service* of common 
concern a* the DD/I may direct. 
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
